Matchday Administration 
by Charles Colton, 
Blues Financial Controller 





COMMERCIAL office and 
accounts staff have to handle 
many varied tasks related to 
matches, other than the obvious 
one of selling tickets. 

These are basically split into 
before and after kick-off. 

Before kick-off, one of the fun- 
damentals is for the football sec- 
retary to give his best estimate of 
the crowd, both home and away, 
which gives the basis for deciding 
how ticket sales for visitors will be 
handled, 

If the number of visitors is 

cted to exceed 1000 then we 
punt their ticket allocation and 
send them the tickets to sell, to 
avoid excessive queues on the day. 

Tickets for sale at the AXA 
Equity & Law and The Roger 
Vere Stands need ponang and 
batching for sale on the turnstiles, 
since these are unreserved areas. 

The mascots will already have 
been arranged for the match but 
their details need to be forwarded 
to the printers for entry in the 


programme. 

‘tar park passes and lists, need 
preparing. Matchday staff arc 
contacted if there is any risk af 
our being short on numbers. 

You may be surprised to learn 
that approximately 200 casuals 
werk every matchday, 

These include stewards, turm- 
stile operators, ticket office staff, 
programme and 50/50 draw ticket 
sellers, car park attendants, tea 
bar staff, waitresses and bar staff. 

We monitor ticket sales regu- 
mir. and liaise with the police 
intelligence unit to update our 
crowd | estimates, as maia 
are useful when ordering pro- 
grammes, deciding how many 
turnstiles should be opened and 
the number of staff requiréd in 
each tea bar. 

On top of that, thousands of 
pounds in change is required each 
match. 

Spectator safety is probably the 
most important aspect of any 
football match. The control room 
requires accurate and immediate 
information on numbers entering 
each of the five stands and the 
available capacity. 

This is achive by a computer- 
ised counting system at the turn- 
stiles with a mechanical counter 
on each turnstile as a back-up. 

The computer is set up for the 
match from the office but taking 
the opening readings on the 
mechanical counters requires a 
brisk walk round the 20 turnstiles 
on matchday and takes at least 
half an hour - pleasant on a sunny 
morning, bracing on a frosty one 
and unpleasant on a wet one, 

Other tasks which can only be 
done on matchday include setting 
up the ticket office computers, 
sorting out floats, typing and cop- 
ying team sheets, preparing the 
referee's expenses and generally 
resalving problems as they arisc. 

_In between times the phones 
ning madly, tickets are being sold 
and matchday staff arrive and are 
allocated their duties. 

When they are all in position 
we can breathe a sigh of relief and 
just hope for a big crowd and the 
right result.
